Elliot 
it C>.'s wholesale drug store on Satur- 
day destroyed §25,000. Fully in- 
sured, 

Brantford, Nov. 23. — A deep feel 
ing of surprise and regret win ex- 
perienced to-day when the report gain- 
ed currency that Mr. David Plewes, 
the well known and hitherto'successful 
mill owner, was in financial difficulties. 
On enquiry it was learned that the 
rumor was only too well founder 1 . 
Mr. Plewes carried on business in 
Winnipeg in partnership with Mr, 
John Mann. He owned and operated 
the Kolmesdale Mills here. Ho also 
owned the Kerby Mills, but leased 
them to Sloan, handling tho output. 
Mr. Plewes handled the products of 
several other mills, so that his opera- 
tions were on an immense scale. In 
the present confused condition of mat- 
ters it is difficult to ascertain the ori- 
gin of the trouble, but it is believed to 
be In consequence of the Bank of 
Montreal, the principal creditor, re- 
fusing increased accommodation. Al- 
though no assignment has yet been 
made it is understood that Mr. Plewes 
is willing to give up all to satisfy 
claims; but receiiD unprofitable opera- 
tions will, doubtless, render a serious 
loss inevitable. 

Chicago, Nov. 21. — A Daily Neics 
dispatch from Winnipeg says: The old 
difficulty over disputed territory re- 
opened to-day^ when Attorney-Cleneral 
Miller of the Manitoba government 
went to Rat Portage and summoned 
M. McQuarrie for selling liquor with- 
out a Manitoba license. McQuarrie 
had a license from the Ontario authori- 
ties and refused to appear. A warrant 
for his arrest was issued, and Craigh- 
ton, Chief of the Manitoba police, was 
sent to arrest McQuarrie, and Creigh- 
ton was himself arrested by the On- 
tario police.

A little brealcast bacon fried to a 
crisp and served with beefsteak is very 
palatable. 

Potato ribbon is a new and dainty 
dish. Choose good, large, sound pota- 
toes, pare and lay in cold water for an 
hour. Then take a sharp knife and 
pare round and round in one continuous 
strip. Pry carefully in hot lard servo 
on a flat dish. 

A nice way to cook chicken is to 
"8Hio ther" it, as the Marylanders say. 
Get u plump chicken, in the lirst place, 
and cut it up. Put in a baking pan

with a little Hour ami water. When 
almost done, cover with drawn butter 
and leave in the sun for ton minutes. 
Serve hot. 

The following is an excellent receipt 
for macaroons: Pound and blanch 'six 
(unices of sweet almonds, add a pound 
of powdered sugar, the beaten whites 
of six eggs, a tablespoonful of brandy, 
two ounces of rice flour. Mix well toge- 
ther and drop in small quantities on a 
sheet of thick paper, making little 
round cakes. Bake in a moderate oven 
until a light fawn color. These ingred- 
ients will make a large quantity and 
they are a delicious dish for Sunday 
evening tea - 

Turkey stuffed with oysters is a very 
rich and palatable dish. For a large 
turkey take two dozen oysters. After 
removiuig the heart chop finely ami 
pouixl to a paste. Mix live ounces of 
tine bread crumbs, an ounce of butter, a 
little pepper, salt chopped parsley and 
the grated rind of half a lemon. Mix 
well together and then mix in one egg, 
and a little oyster liquid if desirable. 
Fill the turkey and tightly. J^j 

A very "cheap and nice jnlly,can be 
made as follows: Taken two teaspoon- 
fulls of gelatine and put in a pint of 
water; squeeze in the juice of two lem- 
ons; when it comes to a boil try if a 
teaspoonful will harden; then pour into 
a glass mould. The mould should by, 
rubbed with a little white of an egg to 
keep the jelly from sticking. To take 
out of the mold. Wring a cloth out of 
hot water, .wrap about the mould and 
turn it upside down on a dish; hold it 
so for two or three moments, then raise 
the mold ami the jelly will remain firm 
on the dish. 

Stewed apples may be made into a 
very pretty dish. Cut tho apples in 
halves and carefully peel them, leaving 
a thin bar of tho peel across the centre. 
Place core downward in a shallow pan 
of boiling water. When they are ten- 
der, carefully remove to a glass dish, 
without breaking. Let the syrup come 
to a boil, sweeten, and thicken with a 
littlo gelatine; flavor with lemon or 
vanilla and when about to jelly, pour 
over the apples; set away to cool. Before 
putting on the table, beat up the whites 
of two eggs and two table-spoonfuls o f 
powdered sugar, and spread on the top. 
The litttle trouble required to make 
this dish will be amply repaid.

THE LAMENTATION OF ROBERT 
BE A FEN. 

The public will have observed that in 
liis wail over the government policy on 
Wednesday the leader of the opposition 
kept at a respectful distance from the 
Island railway matter. This is the atti- 
tude we predicted some weeks tigo he 
would assume. The Island railway clause 
of the Settlement Bill he will not oppose; 
nor will he oppose the Settlement Bill as 
a whole. He will leave tliat unsavory anu 
unpatriotic task tu Mr. Armstrong (who 
stands prepared for a tusslo with any gov- 
ernment that does not recognize his ttans- 
nmdaiic abilities and call him in) and 
one or two benighted members who have 
not studied the matter and know as 
little about the Settlement Hill as they do 
of the constitution under which they be- 
camo legislators. Mr. Beaven will con- 
fine Ilia lamentations to the drydock 
clause; and although docks are usual- 
ly "dry" subjects ho will shed enough 
tears over this particular dock to float an 
ironclad. Like Jeremiah his "eye trick - 
leth down and ceaseth not, without atiy 
intermission," when he rises to speak of 
the "groat sacrifice, " the "stupendous 
giveaway, "the "grand potlatch'Vhich the 
government have made of the most iniqui- 
tious piece of jobbery ever known in Brit- 
ish North America. Now, if there be ono 
part of the government policy (where all 
is good) that is better than another, and 
where they have displayed especial ability 
and statecraft, it is in thu arrangement 
under which the Dominion Government 
ngroo to accept, the dock and restore to 
the province the sum of 8:540,000 it had 
expended upon it. The contract for the 
construction of the dock was §351 ,000. 
The contracUn failed and the govern- 
ment undertook to complete the dock 
by day's work. Mr. Morris, of the firm ol 
engineers who drew the plans was 
invited out two years ago from England. 
The original estimate of cost by his firm 
was under $500,000; but after his Inst 
visit lie estimated the entire oust at 
$757,304.04— an excess over his original 
estimate of nearly §300,000. Yet the 
leader of the opposition on Wednesday 
told the house that the dock if built by 
the province would not have cost more 
than §50,000 in excess of the original esti- 
mate — thus casting a serious doubt upon 
the professional ability or veracity of the 
engineers- (See Sessional Papers, 1882.) 
In Esquimalt district m 1882, when he 
addressed the electors, the leader of the 
opposition repeatedly told them (See re- 
ports of his speeches in our esteemed con- 
temporary) that the cost of the dock 
would be §40,000 less than the amount of 
the subsidies. How dues that statement 
agree with the same gentleman's state- 
ment on Wednesday? We have always 
regarded Mr. Heaven as wilfully blind; 
but we should dislike to say that either 
he or any other member of the house is 
untruthful. But what other inference 
can be drawn] In spite of all he may 
affirm to the contrary, in spite of his 
tears and groans, we believe that lie 
secretly thanks his stars that the pick- 
pocket dock, which by this date would 
have gobblod up all the provincial revenue 
to keep it going, has been passed into 
other and more affluent hands. If any- 
thing more than another has tended to 
popularize this government and give it a 
strong hold on the affections of the peo- 
ple it is their dry dock policy — coupled 
with the success of their Island railway, 
immigration and public hinds policy. The 
Settlement Act has set the country on its 
feet. It has brought to the unemployed 
work, to the poor food, to the business 
man and the carrier traffic, and has im- 
parted a value to previously unsaleable 
roalestate. Lot a man who visits Victoria 
or New Westminster note the bustle and 
activity that are apparent now and con- 
trast the present condition of those cities 
with their dead-and-alive appearance 
eight months ago. The whole country is 
'waking up after a Rip Van Winkle sleep 
and under the influence of wise and pro- 
gressive legislation is about to rank with 
the proudestlmd wealthiest provinces of 
the Dominion. Mr. Beaven but wastes 
his tears when he laments over the dry- 
dock. His connection with that stupend- 
ous revenue-thief was as discreditable as 
his statements respecting its cost are in- 
consistent; and, as Mr. Sinithe said on 
Wednesday, he should be ashamed to 
even refer to it. His connection with 
that "job" should be sufficient to cause 
him to hold his tongue when it is under 
discussion. 

THE LATE GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

Tli in is the London World'a verdict 
on Lord Lome's regime: The Marquis 
of Lornc leaves no unpleasant memory 
behind him in Canada; lie would have 
left a warmer one 1 tact he been less 
heavily handicapped. He succeeded 
the most popular Governor any colony 
ever knew; he brought a Princess with 
him; and with the best will in the 
■world to be gracious and cordial, he 
It as the Argyll mnnner of foiced frank 
ntob in its fullest development. Can- 
ada has never had a more hard -work- 
ing Governor. He smiled all the time, 
and shook hands with a conscientious 
assiduity, and a similitude of fervor, 
>vhish he honestly tried to make aa 
like the real thing as nature would al- 
low. His life was scrupulously blame- 
less. He was not wholly fortunate in 
hia slair, but it was scarcely to be ex- 
pected of him that he should have the 
instinct to discern that officials, who 
were so suave with him, could be arro- 
gant, discourteous, and ready with 
•slights, when outside the range of his 
observation. As for the' Princess, the 
first ball at Rideaii Hall sickened her 
of the Canadians. It is true that 
there were unsavory incidents of that 
function; but there were people about 
her who ought to have told her how 
essentially a Government House ball 
in Canada must, in the nature of 
things, differ from a court ball at 
Buckingham palace.

EUROPE. 
Birmingham, Doc. (J. — Lord Lome de- 
livered a long address here last evening 
upon Canada and its resources. Ho par- 
ticularly praised the salubrity of the cli- 
mate, and said that fevers which were 
too common in the United States were 
even unknown within the boundaries of 
the Dominion. Ha lauded Canada as a 
field for immigration, and expatiated up- 
on the marvelous progress made by the 
various towns. Lord Lome concluded by 
saying the Canadian people aro thoroughly 
devoted to their connections with the

long ago have discarded thoir allegiance 
of which they aro proud. With the Do- 
minion of Canada and the Australian col- 
onies in close relations England need 
never fear her proud position in the 
world would be shaken or questioned. 

London, Dec. 6. — The directors of the 
London and San Francisco bank have 
voted to pay out of the reservo fund the 
amount of the defalcations of their secre- 
tary. 

It is supposed that the Zulu chief Cetc- 
waya will bo restored to power and his 
lands placed under the protection of 
British troops. 

Dublin, Dec.0. — At the assizes to-day 
Elliott was indicted for the murder of 
Mrs. Smyth, wife of a landlord of West- 
meath, who was shot dead while return- 
ing from church. True bills were also 
found for conspiracy in the same murder 
against 14 persons. Three persona of 
those arrested wore discharged. 

Paris, Dec. (i. — Placards notifying 
workingineu to attend the anarchist meet- 
ing in front of tho bourse on Friday are 
posted in tho disorderly quarters of the 
city. 

Dublin, Dec. 0.— Healy, M.P., presid- 
ed at the Fortnightly Irish National 
Leaguo to- day. The secretary announced 
that £10,000 had been received from 
America since the last meeting. Higgar 
referred to J. O'Connor Power, M.P. for 
Mayo, as the James Carey of Irish politics. 
Lie also added that any Irishman had the 
choice of a government situation who 
would become a traitor to tho interests of 
Ireland. 

Sullivan, M.P., referring to the action 
of the government in proclaiming Newry, 
said it had not been the custom of Nation- 
alists to interfere with Orange celebra- 
tions, but that henceforth when Orange 
meetings were announced Nationalists 
would probably hold counter meetings 
and then compel the government to pro- 
claim both. He attributed the present 
unhappy state of affairs to the recont tour 
of Sir Stafford Northcote. 

London, Dec. G. — O'Donnell was in- 
formed yesterday by the sheriff that ho 
would be hanged on the 17th. He re- 
ceived the announcement with composure 
and replied that he was prepared for the 
worst. 

CHINA. 

Hongkong, Dec. 0. — Admiral Pen Yu 
Lon, at Canton, has notified foreigners 
that a war with France is imminent and 
that he is massing all available laud and 
sea forces for the protection of Canton. 
The Admiral holds Franco answerable for 
the war and warns neutral powers to ob- 
serve the treaty stipulations and rules of 
international law. 

CANADA. 
St. Catherines, Dec. 0. — The Wol- 
land county council has rosolvod to me- 
morialize the Ontario legislature to grant 
woman suffrage,

EASTERN STATES. 
Faiiibult, Minn., Dec. 5. — Milo N. 
Pond, an old residont of Fairbult, was 
fatally shot this afternoon by Mrs. Geo. 
Swartz, a woman who has recently been 
divorced from hor husband, although they 
have been continuing to live together. 
She alleges that Pond circulated damag- 
ing reports regarding her. She was ar- 
rested. 

Galveston, Dec. 3. — News' Austin 
special: T. B, Harris, a stock raiser and 
banker in Tom Ureon county, informed 
the governor to-day that twenty miles of 
his fence has been destroyed by fence cut- 
ters, and that 10,000 posts and two car 
loads of wire were burned with hia hay 
and other property. 

Pittsburo, Pa., Dec. 5. — Ross Grove, 
on West Pennsylvania Railroad line, nine 
miles from Alleghany city, was the scene 
this afternoon of ono of the moat brutal 
and hotly contested hard glove prize fights 
that over took place in western Pennsyl- 
vania. The principals were Patrick Mo- 
ran and Jaa. McCoy, and ono hundred 
and fourteen rounds fought in one hour 
and thirty-six minutes. The fight has 
been on the tapis for several months and 
was for a purse of §300. Both men are 
pugilists of somo repute, McCoy having 
fought several battles in this vicinity, 
while Morgan has participated in a num- 
ber of fights in this country and England. 
McCoy is 27 years old, and Morgan, owing 
to the groat difference in ago it wan 
thought tho former would have an eas}' 
victory, and betting was two to one in 
favor of McCoy. A ring was marked out, 
but no ropes put up, and at 3:42 time was 
called. At tho beginning McCoy broke 
his right wrist, and for the rest of the 
battle fought with his left hand. Both 
men appeared determined to win, and 
they were soon covered with blood. After 
McCoy broke his wrist, ho fought desper- 
ately and succeeded in knocking down 
his antagonist one hundred and ten times. 
In the 111th round Moran got in a ter- 
rific blow on McCoy's neck felling him 
like on ox. He was picked up and car- 
ried to his cornor, but he was completely 
dazed and wanted to stop fighting, but hip 
friends prevailed on him to continue, and 
he fought three more rounds, Moran 
[ knocking him out in the 114th round. 
Both mon aro terribly punished, and Mc- 
Coy had to be carried to tho train. 

Chicago, Dec. 2. — The coroner this 
afternoon held an inquest to inquire into 
the cause of the doath of Mrs. Mary Hyde 
aged <>0 years, who lived as a rocluso for 
years and died alone. A verdict was 
rendered that death resulted from a com- 
bination of asthma and want of nourish- 
ment and drink. She claimed to bo a 
niece of the duke of Argylo and cousin to 
the Marquis of Lome. A separation from 



clan Campbell, to which she belonged, 
was caused by her marrying below her 
station. Her husband was murdered by 
Indians on tho overland route to Cali- 
fornia thirty-five years ago. Returning 
! to Chicago, she amassed considerable pro- 
perty as a music teacher, but took to 
drinking and dissipation. 



Australasia. 



QUEENSLAND. 

Captain Lindsay, of the barque Ceres, 
which was wrecked on the Chesterfield 
reefs on September 9th, arrived at Port 
Maokay, Queensland, on the 22nd after 
experiencing great hardships. The cap- 
tain loft the wreck in a dingy at about 
the same time as the chief oflicer, but the 
boats parted company. 

At Brisbane on October loth James 
McMahon and Jano, an aborigine, were 
hanged for minder, and George, an abo- 
rigine, was hanged for feloniously assault- 
ing a woman. 

NEW SOITTII WALKS. 

The captain of the schooner Pearl has 
arrived at Cooktown and reports having 
discovered six new islands to the eastward 
of Normandy island, Now Guinea, which 
he named Pearl group. Some of these he 
describes as boing magnificent with plenty 
of fresh water and thickly populated. 

The annual report of the registrar-gen- 
eral shows that the estimated population 
of New South Wains at t.hn mid of ISft'? 
was 817,408 persons, of whom 440,312 
wore males and 308,120 females. 

TASMANIA. 

Great indignation continuoa to be ex- 
pressed in all parts of the colouy, and par- 
ticulary in Hobart and Launceston,at the 
action of the legislative council in reject- 
ing the railway bills and a very awkward 
political crisis has resulted. 

The legislative council agreed to tho 
reduction of the duty on tea of three ponce 
nor pound. Thoy also carried resolutions 
in favor of Tusmania joining the postal 
union and giving the ministry power to 
negotiate for a direct line of steamers to 
Europe. 

NEW ZEALAND. 
The Maoris have withdrawn thoir forci- 
ble obstruction to the government sur- 
veyors carrying out their duty on the 
upper Wotiganui railway.

THURSDAY, Dec. C. 

W. Leary vs. B. F. Dillon. — This was 
a claim for §12, value of a valise and con- 
tents, alleged to have been unlawfully de- 
tained by defendant. 

Mr.. J. P. Walls for plaintiff; Mr. S. P. 
Mills for defendant. 

Verdict for plaintiff with costs. 

■J. J. Austin vs. Burrard Inlot Fishing 
Co. Plaintiff' agreed to accept a non- 
suit. 

J. F. Bott vs. Rebecca A. Smith. 

Plaintiff claimed §30 being amount of 
license fee due by defendant and which 
was paid by plaintiff in default of pay- 
ment by the former. 

Mr. Pollard for plaintiff; Mr. C. E. 
Pooley for defendant. 

J. F. Bntt deposed to hiring and tak- 
ing possession of Swan Lake hotol in July 
last. Mrs. Smith had told hiln the license 
was paid for tho ensuing half year. He 
had asked for tho license and Mrs. Smith 
told him she could not lay her hands on 
it but thrt it was all right. 

The lease of tho farm, hotol and license 
was read, v in which defendant relinquished 
all right and interest in them and trans- 
ferred them to the plaintiff". The lease 
was dated July 1st. Mr. Nuttall who 
drew up the leaso dated it as above 
although plaintiff' demurred to this as the 
date he took possession was July 20th. 
On August 30th he received a notice from 
Supt. Todd that the license was not paid. 
(To Mr. Pooley) — Would swear that Mrs. 
Smith had said tho license was paid from 
the 1st July. 

Charles Bott — Was son of the plaintiff' 
and present when his father first talkod 
with defendant relative to taking the 
hotel, etc. This was either in the first or 
second week in July. Defendant Btated 
on two occasions in witness' hearing that 
the license was paid until tho end of the 
year. Mrs. Smith had stated nothing to 
tho contrary in witness' presence when 
tho lease was signed . 

Rebecca A. Smith — In her first con- 
versation with plaintiff had distinctly told 
him the license wus only paid up to Juno 
20th. Tho lease was aigned about the 
middle of July. Witness then said it 
was paid up to tho 30th June; this was in 
the prosonce of sovora' persons. 

It. Nuttall, sworn — Drew up tho leaso; 
was awaro the license was not paid; sug- 
gested to plaintiff when the lease was be- 
ing signed that it would be better to as- 
certain for certain if the license had boon 
paid from 1st July. He distinctly urged 
his client (tho plaintiff) not to press for 
the payment of tho license, lie was sorry 
to have to refresh the plaintiff's memory; 
the gentleman was a stranger in the 
country and he regretted any misunder- 
standing should have arisen. (To Mr. 
Pollard)— If ho had spoken feelingly it 
was not intentional; he did not wish to 
exhibit any sentiment in the matter. Mrs. 
Smith snid to him in the presence of Mrs. 
Rowland, Mr. Bo' t and Mr. Rowland that 
the license was not paid; was net certain 
if the others heard it. 

M. Rowland, sworn. — Was called upon 
last July to value property for Mrs.Smith. 
Mr. Nuttall was valuing on bohalf of Mr. 
Bott; heard lease read; no objections 
were raised; spoke to Mr. Bott about 
transfer of liconse. 

Mr. Pooloy submitted that the case had 
arisen from a misunderstanding on the 
part of the plaintiff. He maintained it 
had been clearly proved that tho fact of 
tho license being unpaid had boon suffici- 
ently mentioned. Hoaskod for a verdict 
for tho defendant on tho ground that she 
was not liable for payment of license in 
tho absonco of an agreement to the con- 
trary after her interost in it had coased. 

Mr. Pollard submitted the facts that 
plaintiff having carried on his business 
without effort to obtain a liconse was suf- 
ficient in itself to substantiate his state- 
ment that he supposed it had been paid 
for. The final clause in the lease should 
militate in favor of his client, for whom 
lie requested a favorable verdict. 

His lordship said tho human memory 
was very fallible and this was a case in 
point. As regards number and credibility 
the weight of evidence was against plain- 
tiff. He entirely acquitted Mr. Nuttall 
of auy charge of sentimentality. His 
lordship would have, in the absence of 
any overwhelming evidence for plaintiff, 
to bring in a verdict for defendant. 

Verdict accordingly, with costs. 

The judge was rising when Mr. Pooley 
asked his lordship to give his docision on 
a judgment summons. His client, he ad- 
ded, had been waiting thorn all day. 

His lordship refused, adding that tho 
fact of tho man being there all day was 
no earthly reason why he himself Bhould 
stay there all night. 

Court then adjourned till noon to day.

1 endeavoured in my last article to show 
in plain language the greatness of the un- 
dertaking and the difficulties of the work, 
but little remains to bo added. Onder- 
clonk's contract can be finished bofore 
snow Hies next year, 1884, if there is any 
urgent necessity to force the contractor to 
this step. I see the time limit for the last 
portion is 30th Juno, 1885, and unless 
something altogether out of common oc- 
curs, such as an earthquake, the work 
will all be finished then with oaso. Taken 
as whole the progress made is very good; 
difficulties in procuring the right kind of 
labor, the unwillingness of men to work 
on dangerous ground. I know of a prom- 
inent bridge builder who had worked un- 
der me in tho east who told me ho would 
not risk his life or men in such a place; 
tho general scarcity of good white 
labor no doubt was a serious hindrance. 
One thing I can say, it is remarkably 
lucky for the syndicate that this truly for- 
midable work will be handed over to them 
in a finished state. I very much doubt if their 
general manager has any just conception 
of this country, butas it is reported ho is on 
his way here, doubtless ho will read, mark, 
learn and inwardly digest tho features of 
a laud possessing some of tho toughest, 
roughest and grandest engineering difficul- 
ties on this continent. 

ENGINEERING ST a V Y. 

It has over boon the custom of a certain 
cla93 of journalists to have a shy at the 
government engineers, partly on tho 
principle that it is a good thing to be 
"agin tho government," and purtly from 
tho fact that the assailed are practically 
defenceless. Engineers generally all ovor 
tho world aro not newspapermen. Brought 
Up in a certain groove, with a certain 
course to follow, fixed principles to guide 
them, and a devotion to their profession, 
the noblest on earth, little wonder 
while feeling keenly the injustice of at- 
tacks on their integrity and ability they 
remain silent. Their position demanded it 
and they perforce aequiesed. In most 
cases badly paid, with enormous responsi- 
bilities resting on their shoulders, often, 
very often, overworked, is it astonishing 
if they find neither time nor inclination 
to rush into print in thoir own defence. 
In every fold black sheep aro found. 
There may be and doubtless are incom- 
petent men employed by the government 
on tho Onderdonk contract; influence and 
other motives have often pushed tho boy 
to tho front, over the heads of his seniors, 
but generally speaking the engineering 
staff aro gentlemen of iong experience and 
practice, acquired over many years of 
danger, hardship and toil. They may bo 
said to have grown grey in the service of 
their country and hold records of work 
well done in every part of our Dominion, 
as high as any in the world. I have the 
pleasure of knowing us old comrades very 
many of the stall' of the C. P. R. and now 
feel it only a pleasant duty to boar witness 
to their manliness, honor, ability and 
strict sense of duty. Tho government 
are well served. Honors, stars and rib- 
bons decorate the breasts of many men, 
who have not done one whit more for 
fatherland than they. In peril often by 
day and night, famine and disease, yes 
death itself, has boon fearlessly met where 
duty called. In years to come when lux- 
uriously riding in his cushioned car the 
traviler soes the mighty chasms science 
has bridged, tho avalanche evaded, tho 
mountain slope stoppod, and all the great 
and grand work planned and carried out 
by master minds, ho will then pay a 
tribute now denied to thoso who first 
scaled tho dizzy heights and plunged into 
darksome defiles at the call of duty. 

It is a proud thing to point back over 
tho long years in the past sinco 1871, 
when hundreds of men were pushed into 
the woods, mountains mid plains, "terra 
incognita," and see of tho thousands em- 
ployed how few death claimed through 
mishaps or negligence, all due and duo 
alone to the patient forethought, admira- 
ble management and discipline maintain- 
ed by tho enginoers in charge and their 
assistants. 

In 1872, the party on which I was en- 
gaged ran short of provisions, our Indian 
carriers proved faithless. Wo had some 

00 miles to do to close our season's opera- 
tions, so we worked on through two long 
months on half rations, pounded rice and 
beans and toa, no moat or anything else. 

1 instance this as ono of many. Again in 
tho season of '74 and '75, Messrs. Jarvis 
and Hanington made a trip through tho 
Rockies in mid-winter and very nearly 
paid the forfeit for thoir 'zeal with their 
lives. This trip iB justly considered to bo 
tho most hazardous and plucky ovor made 
in tho province. I could go on enumerat- 
ing numberless similar instances of devo- 
tion to duty and pure manliness, but 1 
have said enough. .Scribblers may malign 
but the truth will surelv appear at the 
last. C. E. Perky, C. E.

TO POHTJLAND BY A >EVT 
ROUTE. 

Particulars of the Passage of 
the ship fncligreen from 
Greenock via Cape of 
tiuoil Hope. 

A few days ago tho British iron ship 
Iuchgreen, Captain Miller, with a cargo 
of pig iron, lire brick and cement, arrived 
here from Greenock having come tho east- 
ern route via the Capo of Good Hope in- 
stead of the usual western route via Cape 
Horn. She if the first vessel bound from 
England to Portland that ever came by 
this route, and thinking an account of 
her voyage would be of interest to soa- 
faring men and othersengaged in shipping 
an Oregonian reporter yesterday called on 
Captain Miller with a request for a state- 
ment of hia passage. Capt. Miller, who 
is evidently a very intelligent seaman, 
cheerfully gave tho required information. 
The time from Greenock to Astoria was 
•1 08 days, and the distance traversed, in- 
cluding all deflections occasioned by con- 
trary winds, was 26,7(13 miles, about 
5,000 miles longer than tho Cape Horn 
route. 

THE ROUTE. 

From England Capt. Miller followed 
the beaten track until off Rio Janeiro, 
avoiding tho Brazilian shore current and 
heading nearly southeast to latitude 41, 
thon due east to the Cape of (Jood LI ope. 
Moderate westerly winds prevailed. He 
then came eastwardly to longitude 155 
east, latitude 40, having fine weather all 
the way; sighted the Snares south of New j 
Zealand; thence E. N. E. to longitude I 
120 west, latitude 28, near Ducie island; 
thence due nortli to latitude 10 north;: 
thence N. W. by N. and straight for the j 
Columbia river. 

The voyage from Greenock to Tasmania 
occupied sixty-3ix days, and was the 1 
slowest he ever mado owing to extraor- 
dinary calms. His fastest passage was . 
forty-one and a half days. Ho thinks i 
that the passage to the Columbia river; 
can bo made ordinarily in 135 to 140 days 
When off Tasmania September 3rd he 
was struck by a gale and went before it j 
to ease his ship. This cannot be done in 1 
rounding Cape Horn. Hence with haz- 
ardous cargoes, such as railroad or pig 
iron, he says tho eastern route is much 
to be preforred and he unhesitatingly re- ; 
commends it. The little loss of time is j 
more then offset by the saving of strain to 1 
tho ship. With his dangerous cargo on 
this passage his vessel, so far as he knows, | 
had not loosened a rivet, and the cement 
came out in perfect order. — Oregonian. 

RUINED BY RUM. 

Deutli of an Illinois Physician 
Altera Protracted Debauch. 

JoLIKT, 111., Dec. 1. — A report has just 
reached this city of the death of Dr, Mel- 
ville, of Peotone, 111., twenty-eight miles 
east of Joliet, which is the sad termi- 
nation of a tragic career of crime and in- 
temperance, and the ruin of a once bright 
and happy homo. About two years ago, 
during the temperance crusade in that 
little city, Dr. Melville, who was then a 
prosperous practicing physician, took an 
jictive part in the temperance work, hav- 
ing reformed from a course of excessvie 
drinking. A saloon keeper named Mink 
had been to Joliet, where he found he 
had been indicted for selling liquor il- 
legally. He returned to Peotone, and 
meeting Dr. Melville on tho street, at 
once accused him of informing upon him 
to the Grand Jury. Hot words followed. 
Mink struck Melville, whereupon tho 
doctor drew his revolver and shot tho 
saloon-keeper, instantly killing him, The 
doctor, who was a handsome, educated 
gentleman, well respected, was put on 
trial for his life in the circuit court of 
thin country, and the daily presence of 
his refined wife and beautiful children, 
who were devotedly attached to him, 
created a profound sympathy for him. 
The trial attracted crowds of people daily, 
and tho tide of popular sentiment was 
strong in favor of the prisoner. The 
trial was an expensive one for the doctor, 
and nearly all his property went to fop 
defending counsel. After a tedious trial, 
the jury found him not guilty, and re- 
ceiving some good advice from tho judge, 
he went home with his wife, who wept for 
joy, and embracing her husband when the 
verdict was read. He did very well for a 
while, but tho loss of his property so 
preyed upon him that he wont to drink- 
ing again heavily. A short time after | 
this his wife died broken-hearted, leav- 
ing a family of small children. A few 
months ago the doctor again married, but 
tho recollections of the ruin he wrought 
not only in his own family- circle, but in 
that of others, made him dispairing, 
nervous and full of dread, and he was 
forced to use narcotics to induce sleep to 
come to his frenzied brain. He was 
found dead on his porch in tho morning, 
after a protracted debauch. Thus ends 
tho village tragedy. The loving mother, 
whose life and hopos aro shattered, sinks 
into the grave a victim of grief; the father 
dies in a druiiken delirium, and the 
orphaned children are loft penniless to 
battle with tho unprotected.
